A BLOW AT THE WORKING AND DEBTOR 


CLASSES. 

Gen. Palmer has denounced the Republican 
policy of protection and has declared that the 
principle is a wrong and degrading one. Mr. 
W. G. Ewing, the Democratic candidate for 
Congress in the First District, for whose alec- 
tion Gen, Palmer is specially solicitous, goes 
even farther. He not only, like Palmer, de- 
nounces the Republican policy, but he states 
with great distinctness in his recent circular 
what the policy of the Democratic party is. 
He says Democrats in favor of “‘a tariff 
for revenue and reyenue only.” 

There is no misunderstanding that. Duties 
will be levied on no competitive European 
goods, for they would be protective, no matter 
how small their amount. A duty of 1 per 
cent on glass or 2 per cent on iron would give 
that much protection. Therefore the custom- 
house revenues of the Government would be 
raised by duties on non-competitive articles, 
such as sugar, molasses, tea, coffee, rubber, 
liquor, and tobacco, etc. Ex-Congressman 
Frank Hurd of Ohio, a strong Democratic 
leader, states the position of his party clearly. 
He says: 

I would raise the revenues of the Government. 
by éxcise taxes—that is, taxes on liquors and to- 
oacco; by taxes on incomes, and, if that does not 
produce enough, by tariff duties on articles that 
are not produced in this country, such as coffee 
and tea, because they are free now, and I would 
put a tax on them. 

As to the abolition of the sugar duty, I say that 
sugar is a revenue article, and that so long as a 
tariff is levied the duty should remain on sugar. 
Nine-tenths of the sugar consumed in this country 
is produced abroad. 

But duties of this kind, even though pretty 
stiff ones, would produce at least a hundred 
millions less revenue than those now levied. 
It would be necessary to turn elsewhere for 
sources of revenue. The whisky tax would 
have to be raised till that point was reached 
where frauds would become so profitable they 
could not be hindered. The old tobacco tax 
would have to be restored. But that would 
not furnish enough money, and a heavy 
tax would have to be imposed on all incomes 
over $500, If wages kept as they are after free 
trade was introduced a thousand-dollar limit 
would suffice, but they would be cut in two to 
meet the free-trade competition of Europe. 

There are objections to an income tax which 
those born since the war, or who were young 
while it was going on, cannot appreciate. It 
is unpleasantly inquisitorial. It forces people 
to reveal those domestic secrets which they 
guard most closely. It cultivates perjury. But 
it will be necessary to resort to such a tax un- 
less the expenses of the Government are cut 
down, and that can be done only py abandon- 
ing coast fortifications, a navy, and river and 
harbor improvements, and by scaling down the 
pensions a third or more. Of such alter- 
natives as these neither Palmer nor Ewing says 
a word. 

There are also certain other matters of de- 
cided importance which, like Ananias and 
Sapphira, they are keeping back. They have

The decision of Judge Tuley that the whole

class of gamblers and puts pool-sellers and 
bookmakers all on the same level. It strikes 
at the high-toned gambling in Washington 
Park as well as the low-toned gambling on 
Corrigan’s race-track. They are all gamblers 
together and alike amenable. There is no 
longer a legal refuge for them. The privi- 
leged class is wiped out, and for this the grati- 
tude of the whole city as well as the State is 
due to this just and upright Judge. 

The heretofore privileged gamblers have en- 
joyed immunity from prosecution under the 
proviso to the State law of 1887 and the city 

of 1889. The State law forbids 
pool-selling, registration of bets and wagers, 
and bookmaking on races, but the proviso de- 
clares that the provisions of the act shall not 
apply to the actual imclosure of fair 
or racetrack associations incorporated 
under the laws of the State,-and the city 
ordinance is based upon the State law and its 
proviso. Under their operation Corrigan, 
having incorporated his race-track gambling 
concern, ran it as openly as the Hankinses did 
theirs at Washington Park, and was as free 
from police interference as the managers and 
manipulators of the fashionable Derby day. 
Thanks to Tudge Tuley, this is at anend. He 
decides that the proviso cannot be held void 
and the remainder of the law valid. The pro- 
viso falling the whole law must fall, The 
only power granted to the city is “the power 
to suppress gambling and gambling-houses.”’ 
It cannot regulate or permit them. Hence 
the o:dinance being unequal in operation is 
unwarrantable and void. 

The vital point in Judge Tuley’s decision, 
however, is the unconstitutionality of the law 
and the ordinance based upon it. Upon this 
point Judge Tuley says: 


tion, associa 
individual any special or exclusive immunity or 
franchise whatsoever.” The proviso of this law 
is in effect a special act, and grants to fair and 
racé-horse associations the right to keep gaming 
places within their inciosures during a certain 
time, and during the eame time immunity to all 


within the inclosure of certain associations at cer- 
tain times to be fixed by such association. The Leg- 
islature has no more power to exempt inclosures of 
fair and race-track associations from the opera- 
tion of a general penal law than it would have to 
exempt Cook County. Nor could the City Council 
any more exempt such inclosures from the opera- 


street. 

The State law being unconstitutional it fol- 
lows that the city ordinance, which is but a 
repetition of it, is unconstitutional also, and 
both fall together. But it is not alone the 
unconstitutionality of the law and the ordi- 
nanee which Judge Tuley has affirmed. He 
goes, still further and declares: that such 
legislation as this 18 not only unconstitutional 
but it is vicious and immoral in the extreme, 
and every good citizen will heartily subscribe 
to the Judge’s forcible characterization of 
privileged gambling and applaud him for it. 

Under the decision of Judge Tuley gamblers 
of all kinds and classes, the pool-seller and 
bookmaker as well as the faro-dealer, are 
amenable to the general law of the State, which 
covers not only gambling and gaming-houses 
but race betting, bookmaking, pool-selling, 
and pool-rooms, and the only power the city has 
is to suppress them. It has no authority to 
regulate gambling or to permit one form of it 
while it punishes another. Its police can no 
longer protect one class of gamblers while 
they arrest another. In sporting circles it is 
claimed that it will abolish racing all over the 
State. Well, if racing cannot be without 
gambling it is time it Mopped. It 
will not be a hardship’ to drive 
gamblers off the race-tracks, and if they 
ate a necessity to races then it will 
be a blessing to the community to get rid of 
both together, From every point of view 
Judge Tuley's decision is in the interests of 
public morals. By closing up these privi- 
leged gambling dens it will make the moral 
atmosphere of the city cleaner and sweeter. It 
will remove dangerous and insidious tempta- 
tions from the path of young men. It will tend 
to make business-men more secure in the hon- 
esty of their employés. It will remove the 
shameful spectacle of gamblers protected by 
police authority. It will place gambling of 
every kind where it can be reached by the 
law. It also opens up a golden opportunity 
for his Honor Mayor Cregier, as it gives him 
the power to suppress gambling of every de- 
scription and saves him from the trouble of 
regulating it. All he has to do now is to stop 
it. Will he? f

Why is it that any woolen or cotton or silk 
orhardware goods are imported when, as 
Pelmer says, td American capitalists and 
manufacturers wre making their 30 or 40 per 
cent on woolens?’ Why is it that any dutiable 
goods are importéd when itis such a profit- 
able business to make them on this side? Why 
1s English capital satisfied with the scant ro- 
turns of English investments or the dubious 
ones of Argentine loans, when it can reap such 
colossal profits in this country?

In 
the language of the petitioners “ the business 
crisis that threatens them is terrible and im- 
minent.”” The only escape from its direful 
consequences ia to accept the reciprocity of- 
fered them by the policy of Mr. Blaine. 

The new and increased duties on tobacco 
and cigars are to be collected immediately. 
Sugar goes on the free list the Ist of next 
July. At any time after the arrangements for 
meat inspection are perfected the President of 
the United States will have power to suspend 
the introduction of sugars, molasses, coffee, 
hides, etc., from any country that discrimi-

MR. GLADSTONE ON THE M’KINLEY BILL. 
Mr. Gladstone has made his promised 
speech on the effect of the new American tar- 
iff on English trade and has assured the man- 
ufacturers that, while it may injure them at 


first, its bad results will not be permanent, 


because this country will be less and less of a 
competitor in neutral markets. . 

He might haye gone even farther in his con- 
solatory remarks. He might have told them 
that the new tariff is, after all, but the old 
one with a few patches and alterations. He 
might have told them that the only changes 


which will affect them will be the higher du- 


ties on woolens, worsteds, tin-plate, and some 


grades of cutlery. The demand for the En- 


glish products will be lessened by the in- 
creased quantity of these articles made in this 
country by reason of the new Tariff bill. 
What that will be the future alone can tell, 

As for Mr. Gladstone’s statement that these 
higher duties meant “diminished power of ex- 
portation on the part of this country, and 
consequent diminished ability to compete 
with England in neutral markets of fifty na- 
tions, there is only this to be said: So far as 
woolens are concerned, this country has never 
exported them, and from present appearances 
will not for years. It will be along time be- 
fore it can meet the demands of the home 
market. Nor will it be possible as long as the 
manufacturers are saddled with aduty on 
their raw material. They have higher protec- 
tion than before, but that is offset by the fool- 
ish increased duties on wool, Congress was 
weak enough to listen to the clack and clatter 
of a few men who said they represented the 
wool-growers of the country. and to raise the du- 
ties on wool and of course then also on woolens, 
thus repeating the old performance of putting 
a stone in each end of the sack to make things 
balance. This feature of the McKinley bill 
cannot be defended, and ought to be knocked 
out this winter. 

But in the case of tin-plate the United States 
may become a formidable rival of England. 
If it turns out that there 1s the abundance of 
tin ore in Dakota which is said to exist there, 
it will not be long before this country is man- 
ufacturing tin-plate more cheaply than 
England, whose home supply of tin is practi- 
cally exhausted, Should it become’ apparent 
that such is to be the case, it would be better 
for the latter country to abandon a useless 
effort at competition and to transfer to the 
United States the capital and labor now em- 
ployed in Wales in the tin-plate industry. To 
do that would be to live up to Mr. Gladstone’s 
theories. 

The most surprising thing in Mr, Glad- 
stone’s discussion of the tariff question, on 
this and previous occasions, is his utter in- 
ability to get it into his head that circum- 
stances alter cases, and that it is impossible to 
lay down a hard and fast rule which shall be 
applicable to all countries at all times. With 
atrace of insular arrogance he assumes that 
what is good for England must be good for 
the rest of the world, from China to Peru. 

If Mr. Gladstone would stop to reflect he 
would see that the position of Great Britain 
is almost a unique one. It cannot supply 
half the bread and meat to feed its present 
population. It either must import largely of 
these commodities or export tenor fifteen 
million of its people. If it is to buy bread 
and meat in such quantities it must have 
something with which to pay for them, and that 
something can only be manufactured goods. 
Therefore the manufacturer must be given 
every possible advantage. Every raw material 
he needs must go untaxed so he may have it 
as cheaply as possible. Hence the English 
custom-house duties are imposed only on such 
things as tea, coffee, spirits, tobacco, etc., and 
the deficiencies of revenue are derived from 
an income tax. 

But while the difficulty with England is that 
it eannot feed itself the United States not 
only supplies its own wants, but has big food 
surpluses left over, and the perpiexing question 
is What shall it do with them?’ It has great 
surpluses where England has great deficiencies, 
and the two countries stand therefore on a 
different plane and are governed by different 
economic laws. The United States grows cot- 
ton in unlimited abundance. England has 
none, and is obliged to import 150 million dol- 
lars’ worth annually. 

Mr. Gladstone thinks the United States is 
wasting its resources and hurting itself by its 
new legislation.

Take Nebraska as a 
whole and from 40 to 50 per cent of the crop 
has now been gathered. A large proportion 
of the crop is light and chaffy. 

In Southern Nebraska farmers that were 
expecting from ten to fifteen bushels per acre 
only got from three to five, 

In Eastern Nebraska very few fields are

MODEL HOME OF A MILLIONAIRE. 
Simple Life and Deeds of Mrs. Rocke- 
feller gnd Daughters. 

Mrs. John D. Rockefeller—the wife of the 
great Standard Oil King, whose fortune is 
estimated at over $100,000,000, and who is 
adding to it so rapidly that, if he lives, in a 
few years he will be the wealthiest man on this 
continent—is a modest, quiet, unassuming 
womat, devoted to her household, her family, 
and her home, and who néver figures in the 
society newspapers, or in the great 
social events of New York. It is be 
cause she will it so. She has no 
taste or inclination for fast life. Like her 
husband, she is a member of the Fifth Avenue 
Baptist Church, The Rockefellers live on 
West Fifty-fourth streeet, in New York city, 
opposite St. Luke’s Hospital; and the inmates 
of that place, where so much misery and sor- 
row is daily seen, know Mrs. Rockefeller 
better than the habitués of Fifth Avenue. 
Two or three tithes a week she visits the hos- 
pital, caries flowers and delicacies there for 
the poor and sick, and im other ways tries to 
bring sunshine into the lives of the poor un- 
fortunates. She gives away a great deal of 
money and is always tryi to do good. Her 
home is not pretentious. rs. Rockefeller’s 
two daughters employ the services of one 


maid. These daughters, Alta and Edith, have . 


been brought up im the good, old-fashioned 
way, and have been taught to wait upon them- 
selves. There are no powdered flunkies at 
the door; a white-capped maid takes the 
visitor’s card, and Mrs. Rockefeller, if she 
cares to see the caller, soon appears 
in her reception-room. She is her own house- 
keeper and keeps a set of books in which 
every cent expended is accounted for. It. is 
said she can turn back ten years and tell the 
exact amount of money spent in any week of 
the year. Her eldest daughter is now the 
wife of the Rev. Charles Strong, son of the 
President of the Utica Theological Seminary. 
The three daughters were educated at Vassar, 
and the eldest one, instead of spending her 
allowance for luxuriously furnished roomsand 
rich gowns, paid for two years the college bill 
of a pretty girl from the country who was 
working her way through school, It is a 
model American home; there are prayers in 
the morning and in the evening, and some- 
times father, mother, and children gather 
round the organ in the back parlor and to- 
gether sing ahymnortwo.

| William (also in the banking business), 


George and Arthur, twins, and he was the 
youngest of the four. William died about 
twelve years ago, George is a man of inde- 
pendent means‘and resides in London, and 
Arthur conducts a newspaper in Australia. 
The father of the family died in 1852, the 
mother in 1878. It has often been erron- 
eously stated that Mr. Boucicault was the son 
of the famous Dionysius Lardner. Dr. Lard- 
ner was his father’s oldest friend, and was the 
godfather of Mr. Boucicault, who was chris- 
tened Dion, not Dionysius. 

Dr. Larduer took a great interest in his 
godson, and, with his own sop, placed him 
under Stephensen, the famous engineer. 
Boucicault was a most promising pupil, and 
rode on the first engine of Stephenson’s that 
ran between Liverpool and Manchester. He 
became 80 proficient in engineering that he 
sent plans to the Board of City Works, Lon- 
don, for the drainage of the city. His plans 
were approved, but when he went before the 
board to claim the position of engineer they 
were surprised to see so young a man and de- 
cided that it would not be advisable to give 
him the position when there were older aspi 
rants for the place. This decision naturally 
disgusted him with the engineering profession. 
He had attended the London University, where 
he was the intimate friend of Charles Lamb 
Kenney, the nephew of Charles Lamb. These 
two young men were the best seholars in the 
institution, and it was here that he developed 
his literary taste. 

A Country Amateur Actor. 

After abandoning the idea of becoming an 
engineer he nest became intimate with a 
Murray.

He lived on the third floor 
in bachelors’ chambers, or in what would here 
be called afurnished-room house, the street 
being much like Bleé@ker street, New York 
used to be twenty years ago—a semi-genteel 
neighborhood suitable for young men 
of limited means, Boucicault raised a 
little ready money by disposing of his person- 
al property; his dressing-case he sold to Mr. 
Boore on the Strand (next to Coutts’ Bank), 
whose place still exists and who became his 
friend from that day. Then he started to 
make his living by writing ne r articles 
on all sorts of subjects, as we say of contem- 
poraneous interest —in fact anything he 
could sell,

tated. Men of literary ability he always ad- 
mired and loved to associate with, but he had 
a rary poor opinion of the ordinary dramatic 
critic. 

He was an excessively careless man in busi- 
ness matters. Some time since he wanted to 
sell‘some of his plays, but he wasso unme- 
thodical in his habits that he failed to remember 
where he had put the manuscripts and they 
could not be found. A few years ago. at his 

vest, I sent from his house in London his 
valuable library and other personal property. 
Subsequently all this with other valuables, 
worth, perhaps, from $30,000 to $100,000, was 
put in a storage warehouse (Morrell’s Stores), 
in the upper part of New York City, without a 
penny of insurance being obtai upon it.

While Mr. Boucicault was absent from the

Not long after 
this the storage warehouse was burned to the 
ground. The loss to Mr. Boucicault was ir- 
reparable, but thanks to his thoughtful valet 
he obtained $20,000 insurance money, which 
otherwise he would not have had. Within one 
month at another time he lost $100,000 in min- 
ing speculation, During his life he was 
the Monte Cristo of the dramatic profession. 

He was excessively fond of reading, and was 
one of the best read men of his time. He was 
persia to the reading of history. John Stuart 

ill was his favorite philosopher; Goldsmith 
he preferred to allthe poets, and he enjoyed 
the writings of Keats and Shelley. 

Mr. Boucicault possessed the true literary 
and esthetic character. He was a man of re- 
fined manners and most — thoughts, and 
was a real lover of the intellectual life. 
ligion he was brought up in the Church of En- 
gland, but I think, of late years, had he made 
any profession of his faith he would have be- 
come a member of the Roman Catholic com- 
munion. Though indifferent to the church, 
he was a firm believer in the Deity, and his 
views of Jesus Christ were similar to t en- 
tertained by the new school of Unitarians. 
He was well versed in the Bible, and I have 
often heard him have discussions with his 
brother William in to the interpreta- 
tions of texts which have been battled over by 
the theologians through the ages.—Philadel- 
phia Press.
